With 
an interval fér the Christmas holidays 
it is expected*that the conference will 
continue until about January |. At the re- 
quest of the British government, the 
powers which have accepted an invita-

He 
deciared that.soctalism had taken th¢ 
lead from the churches in taking Up 
the fight for advancement in belalf ot 
labor, and placed himself on record as 
favoring organized labor. No matter 
what the evils of the labor organiza- 
tions, he said, they were necesSar in 
protecting the workinmen against Or- 
ganized capital. 

Rev. A. J. McKelway, of New Ur- 
leans, secretary forthe southern 
states of the national child labor coin- 
mission, declared that the greatest 
shame of the country was child labor.

Discussion of President Roosevelt's 
Forthcoming Message — Belief 
That Tone of the Document 
Will Be Mild Enough 
for Timid. 


New York, December 4.—The restraint 
under which operations for higher 
prices in the stock market have labored 
during the week was thrown off to a 
large extent today and the advance 
was resumed with more appearance of 
harmony than any movement has 
stown for many days. There was much 
discussion on the stock exchange of the 
forthcoming message of President 
Roosevelt. The word was passed 
around that the tone of the message 
Was mild and that it contained nothing 
calculated to cause fright to the most 
U“imid speculator, It was alleged that 
the modification of the Sherman anii- 
trust law would be advocated, to open 
the way to allow agreements among 
railroads on rates. ‘The action of the 
miarket gwed something to the relief 
afforded by the speculative liguidation 
already effected. This was notably true 
of United States Steel, in which the 
Selling has been persistent throughout 
the week. The freedom with which 
that stock advanced, although to a 
moderate extent, was of material effect 
in shaping sentiment on the whole mar- 
ket. Low-priced stocks continued a 
prominent teature and in some of these 
the Only reason advanced for volatile 
upshoots was the activity of the mar- 
ket pool, which had accumulated 
amounts of chosen stocks and were 
holding them out of the market for 
higher prices. The Gould group, led by 
Wabash preferred, was a conspicuous 
feature of the dealings. Great Northern 
preferred was the leader of the higher- 
priced stocks. Rock Island preferred 
advanced again to a point higner than 
that touched in the spurt in connec- 
tion with the sale of St. Louis and San 
Frangisco ponds. The strength of this 
stock was helped by a recollection of 
the fact that the present 4 per cent 
rate of pPeference in dividends which 
i. enjoys is to advance to 5 per cent 
on the expiration of the year 1909, and 
to 6 per cent at the end of the year of 
1916. The money market continued 
stiffer than of late in reflection of the 
large demands making upon banking 
supplies, rates for call loans ranging 
higher than since January, when the 
money market was but just emerging 
from the abnormal] conditions follow- 
ing the panic and the premium on cur- 
rency was but newly abolished. The 
speculation seems entirely unapprehen- 
sive over this development~and confi- 
dent tht the interval will be easily 
bridged to the period of disbursement 
of January interest and dividend money. 
Preparations were in progress today for 
participation in the Panama canal bond 
issue, for which swbscriptions to the 
amount of $30,000,000 are to be opened 
tomorrow. The usual preliminary esti- 
mates of the week’s currency move- 
ment pointed to a heavy loss in cash 
by the banks, largely on account of 
government operations, but including 
also shipments of gold to Paris and to 
Canada. Funds have come from the 
interior to the amount or nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, but the other demands are 
expected to lessen cash holdings to the 
extent of six to eight million dollars. 
There was a sharp expansion in the 
week’s grain exports, the wheat outgo 
rising !,164,000 bushels over last week,

The 
December premium over January has 
latterly shown a noteworthy increase. 
Chicago operators are supposed to be 
bullish on the situation. Most people, 
however, lay the greatest stress on the 
such suggestive things as the advance 
the other day in print cloths at Fall 
civer. They think that even a crop 
of 13,590,000 bales wil} be readily 
taken care of. They do not believe, 
however, that it will be go large. At 
the moment, however, very many peo- 
ple are holding aloof, awaiting the 
two government reports next week, 
one to appear on Tuesday, at 10 a. m., 
giving the ginning up to December .

The Sugar Market. 


The sugar market here has been 
marking time the past week, and the 
trade does not look for any early im- 
provement. The day for refined has 
dwindled away, although little busi- 
ness is awaited in December, when 
candy manufacturers have 
vided for their wants and 
tributers more interested in 
er directions. The refiners 
not anxious to force sales at the pres- 
ent basis of 4.55 to 4.65, and jn one 
case contracts have been canceled 
where withdrawals were not forthcom- 
ing. The Federal is’ taking no new 
orders except for consigned points, and 
anounces that it will close down the 
20th for repairs. Other plants will 
doubtless follow suit in preparation 
for the 1909 campaign, when domestic 
beets have been marketed amd cane 
granulated hag the field. 

Local refiners purchased about 17,000 
bags of old crops, Cubes and Surinams, 
on a 3.92c duty paid basis, to eke out 
stocks which are now estimated equal 
to five weeks’ melting, but show little 
interest in new Cubas, although a 
counter bid of 3.86c might have se- 
cured December-January shipment, 
sales being reported on that basig to 
an independent.
